Great Excitem ent Among Negroes in 


a Section of Georgia. 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 1.—Night riders 
are killing negroes in Columbia county 
and burning their homes and churches, 
according to information received by 
Governor Brown. Such a state of an­ 
archy seems to prevail, according to 
the reports, that Governor Brown has 
begun an investigation to fix the re­ 
sponsibility and to protect the negroes. 
Negroes are leaving the county in 
large numbers and are listing their 
farms and property with real estate 
dealers of Augusta, declaring that their 
lives are unsafe in Columbia county 
and that they intend to settle else­ 
where. 
Such terror has been caused 
by night riders that it is said to be 
unsafe even for white people of Col­ 
umbia to talk. 
Just 
why 
the 
danger exists 
or 
whence it eomes, the negroes them­ 
selves do not know or are afraid to 
tell. Four churches have been burned 
within a scope of eight miles. So far 
not a single arrest has been made. 
The negroes declare their only safety 
lies with the substantial and law-abid­ 
ing citizens. 
They say the irrespon­ 
sible and lawless element of white men 
Is causing the trouble and that this 
element “has It In for the negroes.”

The new an­ 
esthetic is Injected In minute doses 
through the hypodermic syringe to a 
part of the spinal column correspond­ 
ing to the part of the body In which 
It is desired to produce insensibility. 
For operations below the waist it is 
applied just below the ribs, in doses 
graduated to the age, size and strength 
of the patient. 
The most valuable 
quality claimed for it is that it leaves 
no after effects like ether and chloro­ 
form. Dr. Jonnesco admits only slight 
aausea in seven or eight per cent of 
760 operations in Roumanla. The for­ 
mula of the new anesthetic is simple 
enough. 
None of the ingredients are 
new, though few of us ever heard of 
the principal one, stovaine. 
But Dr. 
Jonnesco says that it was well known 
to medical science long before he be- 
gan to use It. He claims only the dis­ 
covery 
that 
its combination 
with 
strychnine in the proportion of ten 
centigram« to one milligiaru for adults

began to milk their railways and to 
absorb the earnings of the prosper­ 
ous lines for the benefit of the fed­ 
eral treasury. 
The results of such financial tac­ 
tics are obvious. 
In the first place, 
the property as a whole is not prop­ 
erly maintained; money that should 
be spent on betterments, reconstruc­ 
tion and rolling stock is diverted to 
the (State treasury or expended too 
generously on the strategic lines. In 
the next place the service is gener­ 
ally poor 
throughout 
the 
country, 
taken as a whole, except as to a 
few of the great lines. 
Necessarily the lines 
connecting 
the large towns must be decently 
maintained and are fairly well op­ 
erated. 
But aside from this the lines 
are poor, the equipment meager and 
the service slow, irregular and inef­ 
ficient. 
A third result is that the rates are 
high, 
except 
as 
between 
certain 
great commercial centres 
and 
on 
through and export 
traffic. 
These 
rates are very low and inasmuch as 
the German lines have an enormous 
through traffic, that makes the re­ 
ported average rates of 
the entire 
system seem low. 
Operating 
expenses 
on 
German 
railways are generally high. 
About 
190# the figures for 
the 
different 
States ranged from 60 per cent, to 
78 per cent. 
One reason wrhy the 
cost of operation is so largo is that 
the number of employees 
is exag­ 
gerated. 
This is inevitable under the ad­ 
ministration by the State, because 
as a matter of 
politics everybody 
must be taken care of by the State 
and as many as possible must have 
employment on the railroads. 
Cer­ 
tain 
non-com missioned 
officers 
in 
the army when their term of service 
has expired have a right to employ­ 
ment in the railway service and must 
therefore 
have 
places 
found 
for 
them. 
A3 far as passenger traffic is con­ 
cerned it may be said that in gen­ 
eral in the first and second classes 
one travels along the main lines very 
comfortably in 
Germany. 
Of 
the 
third and fourth classes it is not 
possible to say much by 
wray 
of 
commendation. 
In the higher classes 
the carriages 
are 
almost 
always 
clean and the service and the ser 
vants satisfactory. 
The express trains make a fair 
but not exceptional rate 
of 
speed 
The best trains running on the line 
from Berlin to Hamburg, which is 
probably 
the 
most 
representative 
line in Germany, make the run of 
28G kilometers, including three stops, 
in three hours and twenty-two min­ 
utes, which works out about eighty- 
five kilometers per hour. This is a 
straight line over a flat, level coun­ 
try. 
To an American there is a certain 
amount of militarism in the opera­ 
tion. 
In addition to the regular fare 
one is called on to pay a small ex­ 
tra fee for his seat; this is collected 
after the passenger enters the train, 
for which he is given a seat with a 
number. 
Here he is expected to re­ 
main during the journey in a wav 
very much like a dog In a kennel 
Whatever criticism 
may properly 
be nrnde of German railway opera­ 
tion it Is not too much to say that 
the defects of it are defects of the 
scheme, which is a bad one, and not 
of the personnel, which is a good 
one. 
Nowhere is there to be found 
a more competent or a more accom­ 
plished general railway staff than in 
Germany. 


How the Horee Learns Tricks—Spar­ 
rows Guessing at Number*. 


The horse, as the most stupid of 
all the dumb creatures man has made 
his friends, has been painstakingly 
studied by E. T. Brewster. 
He is so 
stupid ’that he can be taught any­ 
thing—that is. any habit—and having 
no mind of his own, can be relied 
on to do exactly as he is told. 
All 
the authentic tricks, 
whatever the 
details, are worked in this wav: 
The horse is taught 
by 
endless 
repetitions some mechanical habit. A 
given signal, and he begins to paw 
the floor. 
Another signal, 
and 
he 
stops. 
Press the proper button and 
he takes a sponge and rubs It over 
a certain spot on a blackboard or 
picks up a. card 
lying in a certain 
position. 
The meaning 
of the act 
exists for the spectator only. 
The 
pawings count the answer to a prob­ 
lem in addition, the card bears the 
reply to a question; but the horse 
does not know it. 
He merely follows 
a blind habit 
just as he will stop when you say 
’’Whoa!" though 
you 
interpolate 
the word into your recitation of the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
The 
reason the horse is so available for 
this particular deception and so gen­ 
erally useful to mankind is that he 
possesses just the right degree of 
stupidity. If 
he 
were stupider he 
would not be plastic enough to ac­ 
quire convenient habits. 
If he were 
cleverer he would acquire too many 
habits and lead too much his own 
life, like that particularly clever ani­ 
mal the cat. 
The 2,000 tests to which James P. 
Porter of Indiana 
University 
sub­ 
jected two English sparrows serve as 
the type of all experiments with ani­ 
mals counting. 
They proved beyond 
question that the sparrows could aot 
count. 
After a bird had been given 
its food 100 times 
in 
succession 
from dish No 5, in the next twenty 
trials it went only nine times to the 
proper place. 
(Moreover, 
after 
the 
bird became pretty certain of the sit­ 
uation of the desired dish when he 
came to it on the wing, walking up 
to it threw him all off again, while 
if he started his flight from a point 
to one side of his usual perch he 
was likely to hit correspondingly to 
one side of his objective point. 
The 
sparrows 
guessed 
numbers 
better than most creatures who have 
been tested. 
They could not count 
certainly even two. 
Neither instinct 
nor reason is the key to the animal 
mind, but habit. 
The animal forms 
habits precisely as we do, and like 
ourselves stores up as habits many 
common experiences 
of 
life. 
The 
difference is that what for us is a 
mere side line is almost the entire 
stock in trade of the boast. 
We are 
all of us. men and beasts alike, bun­ 
dles of habits; but the man has more 
other 
things 
wrapped 
up 
in 
his 
package.—Chicago Tribune.

Domestic animals seem 
to be es­ 
pecially susceptible to the approach 
of the quake. 
In 1825 in Chile every 
dog fled from the city before the in­ 
habitants perceived the faintest hint 
of 
the impending 
catastrophe. 
In 
1867 in Java immediately before the 
earthquake 
every 
rooster 
crowed 
shrilly and left the* doomed town. In 
1868 in the city of Iquique the terri­ 
fic disaster was 
announced 
many 
hours beforehand by great swarms of 
screaming gulls and other sea birds 
which flew inland. 
On the Orinoco 
crocodiles invariably leave the river 
on the imminence of earthquake. 
Five days before the 
earthquake 
that destroyed Elike in 373 B. C., is 
said to have driven to the surface of 
the earth mice, moles, weasels, ser­ 
pents that nest underground. 
Before 
the Sicilian earthquake of 
1783 ani­ 
mals came to the surface, as well 
as various creatures of the sea, es­ 
pecially fish, in stupendous numbers, 
among them also such as are found 
only in the greatest depths of the 
water. 
The unrest 
of the animals 
also heralded the coming of the re­ 
cent Sicily and Calabria seismic dis­ 
asters. 
The basis of this remarkable in­ 
stinct of animals, reptiles, birds and 
fish is held by many observers to be 
responsible for their early perception. 
Others attribute to 
these 
creatures 
an unknown sixth sense, in its way 
as enigmatic as the sense of locality 
in many animals. 
Others say it is 
the sense of hearing or their sensi 
bility to agitation 
that enable ani 
mals to notice the effect of the oc 
currences in the interior of the earth 
long before mankind 
with 
courser 
senses can perceive it. 
But in this case bas arisen the ob­ 
jection that the delicacy of the ani­ 
mal senses exceeds that of the finest 
seismographic 
apparatus. 
The 
ani­ 
mals can foretell earthquakes with a 
probability that approaches certainty, 
and we by no means have satisfactor­ 
ily explained 
their 
superiority 
to 
mankind in this regard.—Chicago Tri­ 
bune.

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The heads that gather tinder the 
dome of the Capitol to wrestle with 
the problem of lawmaking 
for 
the 
greatest nation in the world are big 
heads! long heads, square heads, knot­ 
ty heads, says the Washington Post. 
He who applies the doggerel 
“Little 
head, little wit; big head, not a bit,” 
to the highest representative body of 
the nation goes wrong, for these heads 
are monstrous large and their owners 
are here because they had the wit to 
get elected over a thousand aspirants 
to the places they occupy. 
These men get fitted with hats in 
Washington. From the shops they fre­ 
quent have been selected at random 
the registers of their craniums. 
Prac­ 
tically all of them have 
big 
heads— 
heads a quarter larger than the gen­ 
eral run among the men of the na­ 
tion. 
The average for Congressmen 
would be as high as 7Vi, and as a mat­ 
ter for common knowledge a number 7 
head is bigger than most. 
There is 
the exceptional small head that gets 
to Congress and succeeds there, but 
the hatband burster is the general 
rule. 
For that matter the beetling brow 
is lodged in other high places even 
overtopping Congress. The present oc­ 
cupant of the White House wears a 
hat registering to the unusual notch of 
7V4. 
His strenuous immediate prede­ 
cessor fell below this record in ex­ 
panse of phrenological circumference 
by only a single point, and wore a sky- 
piece that was designated 7%. 
The head of the Hon. Nicholas Long- 
worth. for instance, is as wide in front 
as behind, and were it unadorned it 
would be difficult to tell whether it 
was coming or going. 
It is the most 
regular head in Congress, a complete 
oval, twice as long as wide. 
It is a 
7 Vi, as is the head of Senator Perkins, 
of California. 
The greatest contrast 
In heads in Congress is this year re­ 
moved. 
It existed between John Wes­ 
ley Gaines, of Tennessee, and John 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania. 
The former 
had the largest head in Congress, and 
the latter one of the smallest. 
The widest head in Congress is that 
of Representative «-Hitchcock, of Ne­ 
braska. 
It is a 7V6 and broadens out 
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above the ears. Representative Pearre, 
of Maryland, has the head which con­ 
trasts most strongly with this, for it 
is long and narrow. 
The Hitchcock 
head is 50 per cent wider than the 
Pearre head. 
Speaker Cannon has just an average, 
full 7Vi head. 
The baby’s foot, repre­ 
sented by the head of Senator Cullom, 
would appear to be affected with bun­ 
ions, for it widens out 
greatly 
and 
knottily 
toward 
the 
back. 
Sena­ 
tor 
Hale 
has 
one 
of 
the longest 
heads in Congress. 
It is 7%, a size 
larger than that of Senator Frye. The 
head of Senator La Follette is only a 7. 
The others are like or intermediate 
between these types. 
The representative is heavier than 
the Senator, more pugnacious, blockier, 
nearer the mass of the people. 
He 
fights more and differently for his 
place, and the differing conditions re­ 
quire a different man to survive. There 
is, aside from the type, a considerable 
sprinkling of the slim, wiry man who 
depends upon his very w’it or upon 
cunning to hold his place instead of 
the geniality and physical force of the 
majority. 
A head of large circumfer­ 
ence is naturally proportionate to a 
large body, and it is likely that the 
great physique of the successful Con­ 
gressman is responsible for the size 
of his head rather than any special 
mental qualification. 
Congress prints a directory of 
its 
members in which each man writes his 
own biography. 
From this the man 
with a weakness for figures can read­ 
ily work out a great many of the ele­ 
ments that go to make up the average 
Congressman. 
It is almost possible to 
put all these contributing elements in­ 
to a kettle, boil them together, and dip 
out sufficient to make one man, the 
composite Congressman. 
According to this system, the mem­ 
ber of the Sixty-first is: Lawyer, two- 
thirds; 
merchant, one-tenth; soldier, 
one-eighth; professional politician, one- 
fifteenth; 
newspaper 
man, 
one-six­ 
teenth; farmer, one-thirtieth; banker, 
one-thirtieth. 
Then there is a bare 
trace of numberless callings running 
all the way from cowboy to college 
president. 
Here are the figures for 
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the House, so far as it is possible to 
ascertain callings: 
Lawyers, 255; merchants, 34; politi­ 
cians, 23; newspaper men, 20; farmers, 
10; manufacturers, 9; bankers, 14; in­ 
surance men, 4; engineers, 3; doctors, 
4; cowboys, 4; authors, 2; labor lead­ 
ers, 2, and one each of actors, naval 
officers, teamsters, horse traders, auc­ 
tioneers, hotel men, preachers, and 
princes. 
The most remarkable predominance 
of any given line of activity that en­ 
tered into the lives of great numberJ 
of embryonic Congressmen was that 
of teacher. Two-thirds of the men who 
sit on the House side have at some 
time or other taught school, and men­ 
tion the fact in their biographies. The 
stamp of the pedagogue is strong up­ 
on Congress. 
There seems to be somo 
subtle influence wielded by the school­ 
room which leads to public 
life, 
or 
there are traits of character which lead 
a man to teach school and then lead 
him further to essay politics. 
Another character who finds the gate 
wide open that leads to political pas­ 
tures green is the old soldier. 
There 
are forty-eight soldiers in the House 


Commonplace to the point of down­ 
right. stupidity, uncultured, illiterate 
and ill-tempered, Mine. Eusapia Pala- 
dino is the last person on earth with 
whom one would associate spiritual or 
supernormal powers.

Men 
like to be deceived but not learned 
men. 
Oddly enough, it is just this 
class of thinkers whom Mme.

The story of that trip across 
the 
Atlantic is no fairy tale, no collection 
of airy imaginings, but the 
honest 
statement made by every passenger— 
of as harrowing an experience as ever 
fell to the lot of human beings. At 
first it was not known to any one on 
the boat, besi %?s the members of her 
family, who accompanied 
her, 
that 
Mme. Paladino was a passenger. 
It 
wasn’t long, however, before Dr. Edu 
ardo Oreti, the ship’s Italian doctor, 
suspected the truth, and the woman 
was questioned as to her identity. Of 
course, when the news spread a se­ 
ance was at once demanded. 
Seance 
followed seance, and at each her pow­ 
ers were displayed to such an extent 
hat many of the more nervous pas- 
engers were literally overcome with 
horror. 
If ghostly 
arms 
appearing 
from tenantless berths, a ghastly hand 
drifting across a 
ship’s 
state-room, 
and spirit kisses brushing the cheeks 
lightly but with startling certainty, 
were quite sufficient to chill the blood 
of the most ardent scoffers on the 
ship, can it be wondered at that the 
women were reduced to a state of 
nervous collapse? 
“I called for my mother,” said one 
man upon his arrival in New York, 
“and felt a light embrace. 
I felt dis­ 
tinctly the sign of the cross placed 
upon me—tapping, you know, at ray 
forehead, breast, and right and left 
shoulders. 
This was repeated. Then 
3 felt a kiss, and two slight pressures 
on my cheeks as of a pair of lips 


brushing me.

During all of these strange demon­ 
strations Mme. Paladino was, appar­ 
ently, in a trance, her body stiffened 
and her eyes closed. 
Each of her 
hands were held and her feet were ac­ 
counted for by the persons who sat. on 
either side of her. Many, in fact, most, 
of those who crossed with the medium 
are still skeptical in regard to spirit­ 
ualism and spirits, but each one, upon 
being questioned, has said that he, or 
she would not for any consideration 
go through with such an ordeal again. 
According to Lombroso, from the 
time Eusapia Paladino was a little 
girl 
she 
had manifestations, either 
mediumistic or hallucinatory, which­ 
ever they were, without being at all 


able to explain them to herself—such 
as hearing raps on pieces of furniture 
on which she was leaving, having her 
clothes or the bed covers 
stripped 
from her in the night, and 
seeing 
ghosts or apparitions. 
As she grew 
up she developed wonderful powers as 
a medium and for years that “busi­ 
ness” has been her sole occupation. 
Men have called her a trickster of the 
deepst dye, but that 
some 
of 
her 
"tricks” are beyond all human expla­ 
nation every one who has witnessed 
them admits. 
The American visit of the medium 
is to be in no sense a moneymaking 
scheme for any one but Mme. Pala­ 
dino. 
The funds necessary to reim­ 
burse her for her services have been 
raised by subscription. 
The list of American scientists who, 
it is stated, will form a committee of 
investigation include President Stan­ 
ley Hall, of Clqrk University; Prof. 
Hugo Von Meunsterberg. of Harvard;

Pickering, professor of astronomy at 
Harvard; Dr. Charles F. Minot, of the 
Harvard Medical School; Dean Will­ 
iam R. Newbold, of the University of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. R. W. Wood, pro­ 
fessor of physics of Johns Hopkins; 
Dr. Joseph Jastrow, professor of psy­ 
chology of the University of Wiscon­ 
sin; Dr. Robert Kennedy Duncan, pro­ 
fessor of physics and chemistry in 
the University of Kansas; Prof. Trow­ 
bridge, of Princeton, and Dr. D. S.

Scorn the Price of Corn. 


Another ratio once held sacred in the 
middle west has gone to join in the 
limbo of the dead the belief that 16 
to 1 was just right as between silver 
and gold and also that the price of 
wTheat was indissolubly 
linked 
with 
that of silver. 
The third one to de­ 
part was the 10 to 1 ratio between the 
price of hogs and the price of corn, 
says a writer in the New York Sun. 
For a good many years it was figured 
that in order to come out even the 
man who fattened hogs for m arket 
must get 5 cents a pound when corn 
was selling at 50 cents, 6 cents when 
corn was 60, and so on. 
Experiment 
has demonstrated that with corn at 50 
cents and a big lot of alfalfa ready 
at hand to be judiciously fed the grow­ 
ing porkers a pound of pork will cost 
about Sl-ii cents. 
In view of the fact that hogs have 
been bringing $7.25 at the home mar­ 
ket and have been both higher and 
lower within a dollar range for more 
than a year, some light may be thrown 
upon the exodus of the dollars from 
the city to the farm in contradistinc­ 
tion to the exodus of the farm ers’ chil­ 
dren from the farm to the city. 
The average hog ready for marked 
weighs about 220 pounds. 
At $7.40 a 
hundred this means 
nearly $16 for 
each animal. 
Most of these are raised 
as a side line on farms and on ranches, 
following cattle, where they are almost 
a clear profit, but on the hog ranches 
as high as 5,000 are marketed a year, 
but half that number is nearer the 
average. 
Some hogs go as high as 
$30. 
Selling an animal for $16 that 
cost to raise only about $8 or $9 is* 
a very profitable business, especially if 
one can 
m arket 
2,000 hogs a year. 
Some of the big packing concerns are 
engaged in hog raising on a large scale, 
not only in order to get two profits 
but to keep their establishments run­ 
ning when there is a shortage of ship­ 
ments. 
Much of the new money 
i n c o g s 
comes from alfalfa. Tests showing the 
feeding values prove that alfalfa is 
worth 45 p e r‘cent more than timothy, 
and one acre of it will pasture thirty 
hogs for six months. 
The United States is the largest pro­ 
ducer of hogs in the world. Americans 
are essentially a pork-eating 
people. 
About 40 per cent of the world’s hogs 
are marketed in this country and more 
pork is produced here than in Russia, 
Germany and Austria combined. Ear­ 
ly m aturity has had a great deal to 
do with increase in pork eating. 
The 
packers are calling all the time for 
young hogs to slaughter, just as they 
want beef cattle th at 
mature early. 
The eighteen-month-old hog. once the 
staple of the market, is being pushed 
out by the six-month feeder, and farm­ 
ers were quick to see that it was poor, 
business to feed a hog for the longer* 
period 
when 
he got a better 
price, 
pound for pound, for those fed from 
four to six months. 
Hogs get clean sleeping places every 
night, 
in feeding pens one often finds 
a system of pipes that carry the water 
ana* liquid food from a central place 
of deposit in quantities sufficient to 
nourish and so distribute it that there 
is no overfeeding. 
Some of the moat 
modern hog pens are provided with a 
patented trough that does not permit 
the pig to be so ill-mannered as to 
put his feet into the trough at any 
time. 
Up till as late as four or five years 
ago cholera, the deadliest enemy to 
profitable hog-raising, was deemed in­ 
curable. 
The scientists have studied 
long over the problem and in most lo­ 
calities they have convinced the older 
and stubborn advocates of the theory 
that cholera could not be cured or pre­ 
vented that they have found the germ, 
as well as a way to kill it and prevent 
contamination. 
As a result a good 
many hog-cholera m ixture firms that 
did a thriving business for years are 
winking out after a career the scien­ 
tists say was profitable mostly to them­ 
selves.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The most in­ 
teresting bit of testimony, though prob­ 
ably not the most important, given at 
the late session of the congressional 
committee which is investigating the 
allegations involving Secretary Ballin­ 
ger’s administration of the interior de­ 
partment was that Donald McKenzie 
of Seattle and Nelson, Alaska, had 
boasted to Louis R. Glavis and H. I).

| President Taft from keeping Janies R. 
Garfield in the cabinet as secretary of 
the interior. 
Glavis, who brought the charges that 
resulted in the present inquiry, was 
the witness who testified of McKen­ 
zie’s boast. 
He said that McKenzie 
had told the story to Jones and him­ 
self prior to Glavis’s dismissal from 
the land service for making what Pres­ 
ident Taft and Attorney General Wick- 
ersham 
regarded 
as 
false 
charges 
against Secretary Ballinger. 
Refer­ 
ring to McKenzie, Glavis testified: 
“He said that because of Secretary 
Garfield’s attitude of hostility toward 
the Alaska coal claimants, Mr. Garfield 
was not to be made secretary of the 
interior.” 
Glavis went on to ex plain that he 
and Jones had taken the affidavit of 
McKenzie, who was a coal claimant, 
and after this was finished McKenzie 
fell to talking of the history of the 
Alaska claims. 
Tn the cohrse of his 
informal talk he made the boast, said 
Glavis, that the claimants had prevent­ 
ed Mr. Garfield’s retention in the cab­ 
inet.

said that on the contrary McKenzie I 
| made it clear that the Alaskan coal 
| claimants through influence in Wash- 
i ington had brought indirect pressure 
to bear upon the president. 
The important developments in the 
, Alaska coal land cases were not con­ 
fined to the room of the investigating 
committee. 
Representatives McLach- 
lan of California and Kinkaid of Ne­ 
braska, whose names as Alaska coal 
claimants were given by Glavis in his 
testimony Saturday, felt impelled to 
make 
public 
statements 
ex plaining 
their relations to the Alaska cases. 
Mr. Kinkaid stated that he had pur­ 
chased an assignment of a coal claim 
in Alaska and, what is considered even 
more important, stated that Mr. Bal­ 
linger had acted as his attorney in the 
transaction. This occurred in the sum­ 
mer of 1908, after Secretary Ballinger 
had left the office of commissioner of 
the general land office and before he 
became secretary of the interior.

Among the Bavanzi, who live for 
many m iles along the upper Congo, 
there exists a strange custom which 
would seem to m ake life m iserable for 
the married women. Brass rods, which 
are the favorite current y in the coun­ 
try, 
are 
welded 
into 
great 
rings 
around the necks of the wives. 
Many 
of these rings worn by the women 
whose husbands are well-to-do weigh 
as much as 30 pounds, and this burden 
must be carried around by the poor 
women as long as they live. 
Frequently one sees a woman whose 
neck is raw and sore under the heavy 
weight; 
and 
in 
places 
the skin is 
rubbed off. This is a sure sign that the 
ring has been recently welded aroi^id 
her neck, for after a time the sk ir ^ e- 
comes calloused, and then the strange 
ornament produces no abrasion. 
But 
the weight is an inconvenience; they 
never get used to it, and it is a per­ 
petual tax upon their energies. 
In ev­ 
ery crowd of women may be seen a 
number who are supporting the rings 
with their hands, and thus for a time 
relieving their weary shoulders of the 
heavy burdens. 
It may be 
said 
that with every 
movement of their bodies the rings 
give ^iscomfort. 
Once 
on, 
it Is no 
easy matter to get them off. 
The na­ 
tives have no such thing as a file, and 
though they can hammer a lot of brass 
rods into one, it is very difflcut for 
them to cut the thick mass of metal in 
two. 
Women who increase largely in 
flesh after the rings have been fasten­ 
ed on their necks are in danger of 
strangling to death, and instances of 
this sort have been known to occur. 
Yet these women regard the eumbrous 
ornament with pride, imagine that it 
enhances their importance and beauty, 
and wear the burden with light hearts.

It is estimated that $ 100,000,000 will 
this y ear go into the po ckets o f the 
western farmers fro m wheat alo ne, an­ 
o ther $ 60,000,000 fro m o ats and barley , 
while returns fro m o ther cro ps and 
fro m sto ck will add $ 40,000,000 mo re. 
Is it any wo nder then that the farm ­ 
ers o f the Canadian West are happy ? 
Tho usands 
o f 
American 
farmers 
have settled in the abo ve mentio ned 
pro vinces during the pagt y ear; men 
who kno w the West and its po ssibili­ 
ties, and who also kno w, perhaps bet­ 
ter than any o ther peo ple, the 
best 
metho ds fo r pro fitable farming. 
President 
Taft 
said 
recently , 
in 
» peaking o f Canada: 
“We have been go ing ahead so rap­

bro ught 100 land-seekers, mainly fro m 
Io wa and So uthern Minneso ta, 
last 
night, o ut o f St. Paul, go ing to the 
No rthwest. 
No w, these peo ple have 
all the way fro m five, ten to twenty 
tho usand do llars each, and they will 
make as much pro gress o n the land in 
o ne y ear as any o ne man co ming fro m 
th e Co ntinent o f Euro pe can make, 
do ing the best he can do , in ten, fif­ 
teen o r twenty y ears.” 
It is evident fro m the welco me given 
American settlers in Canada that the

Another 
farmer, 
from 
Minnesota, 
who settled in Central Saskatchewan 
some years ag o, has the following to 
say about the country:

We came in the 
spring o f 1901, with the first carlo ad 
o f settlers’ effects unlo aded in these 
parts, and built the first shanty be­ 
tween Saskato o n and Lumsden.

day we are wo rth $ 40.000. We ‘pro ved 
up’ o ne o f the finest farms in Western 
Canada, and bo ught 320 acres at $ 3 
per acre. 
We to o k go o d cro ps o ff the 
land fo r fo ur y ears, at the end o f 
which we had $ 8.000 wo rth o f im­ 
pro vements in the way o f buildings, 
etc., and had planted three acres o f 
trees. 
Two y ears ago we go t such a 
go o d o ffer that we so ld o ur land at $ 45 
per acre. 
Fro m the abo ve y o u will 
see that we have no t do ne badly since 
o ur arrival.” 
Pro f. Tho mas Shaw, o f 
St. Paul, 
Minneso ta, with a number o f o ther 
well kno wn edito rs o f American farm 
jo urnals, to ured Western Canada re­ 
cently , and in an interview at Winni­ 
peg said, in part: 
“With regard to the settlement o f 
the West I sho uld say that it is o nly 
well begun.

go o d land as that which is selling fo r 
mo re than $ 100 per acre in the co rn 
belt. 
I wo uld so o ner raise cattle In West­ 
ern Canada than in the co rn belt o f 
the United States. 
Yo u can get y o ur 
fo o d cheaper and the climate is bet 
ter fo r the purpo se. 
We have a bet­ 
ter market, but y o ur market will im­ 
pro ve faster than y o ur farmers will 
pro duce the supplies. 
Winter wheat 
can be gro wn in o ne-half o f the co un­ 
try thro ugh which 1 have passed, and 
alfalfa and o ne o f the varieties o f 
clo ver in three-fo urths o f 
it. 
The 
farmers do no t believe this, but it is 
true.” 
Keeping pace with wheat pro ductio n, 
the gro wth o f railway s has been quite 
as wo nderful, and the who le co untry , 
fro m Winnipeg to the Ro cky Mo un­ 
tains, will 
so o n be a net wo rk o f 
trunk and branch lines. 
Three great 
transco ntinental lines are pushing co n­ 
structio n in every directio n, and at 
each siding the grain elevato r is to be 
fo und.
